" Tli«3 gpnoral wants to see you at 
hcadquiirtorH earlj' in tliH morning, 
MJr," annonnci'd Mio orderly. As 
nearly hh I can recall, thi« niessa^jfe 
was delivered one Februnry after- 
no n, 1780. 

Aionji with a good sized but rag- 
ged army of my countr^'men I spent 
that winter with Washingtou at 
MorrJHlown. Back in tlioso days I 
was a hardy young eluip of 23 and 
rather etijoyed many of the experi- 
ences which older men cursed. 
Two weeks t^efoie the time I men- 
tion I had returned from a 
scouting trip which had taken me 
as far as Albany, being i)icked for 
the work because I knew well the 
town and its environs from having 
lieen there, aboard river craft, time 
and again, before redeoated forces 
were in America. 

I was astir early in the morning. 
As I walked from my hut near the 
courthouse toward his excellency's 
hendquarleis on the hill east and to 
the north of where the main portion 
of th(i army was camped, I came to 
wonder in my mind what might be 
the purpose of my summons, but 
then this had not been the first o(;- 
casion I had been honored by being 
called into General Washington's 
prosen(!e. "Home detail of my trip 
to Albany, some <|uestion he has 
forgotten to ask," was my final con- 
clusion, which satisfied my mind 
and caused mo to wonder no more. 
It was bitter cold that day, and 
especially at the hour of 0. The 
snow, which was not deep, crunch- 
ed under my heavy boots, and 
hero and there as T left the road for 
a side path, which seemed smoother 
in places, the ice ovt»r the little di!- 
presnions would break with a jingle 
as my heels struck them, liut it 
was not long before I was safely 
within the due old mansion. Bill, 
the general's colored servant, met 
uie and announced lliat his master 
and lady were at breakfast. The 
darky, after he had shown me into 
the office and had taken my coal, 
left tlie room, but returned pres»*nt- 
ly with a platter which contained 
ooflfee, bread and hot beef. This 
was welcome, for my breakfast of 
an hour before had (consisted of a 
piece of cold pork and a half balccd 
slice of corn cakt. 

" Mars Giner'l hese'f be in't see 
you presen'ly, suh, presen'lv, an 
sends (lis wid 'is eompl'nienfs, suh," 
and having so 8[>oken, he bowed 
himself out of the room. I was 
left alone with my thoughts, a 
cheerful tire in the open grate be- 
fore me, but best of all was that 
meal. 

lu those quiet few minutes my 
mind wandered back over past 
events. I was born at the nwmner 
of my father, William Rogers, just 
to the west of Greenwich village, 
and had spent a happy childhood 
there, despite the fact that both 
my parents had died before I reach- 
ed my twelftli year. My father 
had for a long time been engaged 
in trade with the Indies and was 
part owner of two schooners, which 
carried on a profitable trade. An 
older sister, Sarah, and myself. 
Andrew, were the only childien. 
8ho was ten years my senior and 
liH<l married a year or two before 
the Boston tea aftair one.Iolin Lud- 
diugton, a loyal Englishman, whom 
my father had taken into his em- 
ploy on the lad's coining to 
America. 

I had no fault to find with

books as the battle of Monmouth. 
After a year's servi<Hi a lieutenant's 
commissiim was granted nu?, but 
for no especially gallant service. 

Genoi'al Wasliinglon must have 
nearly finished breakfast wheii 1 
arrived that morning, for s<'arcely 
had I taken the last sip of coflCee 
when he entered. He setmed 
strangely sad in (tountenance, l)ut 
s|)oke most kindly and with some 
warmth ami cheer in his words. 

"Lieutenant Rogeis, I have al- 
ready thanked you for your efforts 
during the mit-sion from which you 
returned some two we«>ks aito, but 
now, sir, there is a greater service 
which you mav be able to do for 
your count i\v and for me!

About two miles away 
from his hou.se, a man was stand- 
ing in his barn yard, when sudden- 
ly dt bris, slicks, boards, fence 
rails and other loose things, began 
to whirl in a terrible manner about 
him, and some struck him on the 
head laying him low, but fortunate- 
ly he was not seriously hurt. Last 
year H cyclone swept through the 
country about three miles from 
Mr. Byrant's hou.se, and in its path 
it swept away the Maloney home- 
stt^ad, killing Mi.ss Maloney, a mute, 
and tlie entire family. 

The enterprising Chicago corre- 
spondent should get out an exclu- 
sive deaf-mute directory of his cily, 
giving theii names, residences, 
names of their wives, their busi- 
ness, names of their s<Kueties, presi- 
dents, sei'retaries, treasurers, the 
name and location of all the day 
schools for the deaf with their his- 
tory, foutnlers ami organizations ; 
the rise and fall of their clul>s, the 
ofticers of the same, along with 
other matters of interest. We do 
not expect that the publication and 
saje of such a directory will make 
him a millionaire, but it will enable 
him to rake in some shekels at home 
and at the National Convention of 
the deaf. 

Well, Cryano de Bergerac was a 
man of honor and love. He had a 
strtmg intellect, a sensitive temper- 
ament, and was so unselfish that he 
gave his love to his rival, and died 
a bachelor. It was unfortunate 
nature gave him a big nasal appen- 
dage, but that had nothing to do 
with the other traits of his charac- 
ter. Wo attended the play of 
Cryano de Bergerac the other 
night along with a big crowd at the 
Dubuque Opera House, and enjoy- 
ed the scenery and the play as far 
as it could be seen. Dubuque has 
a l^eautiful young lady in it, in the 
person of Gra<'0 Heyer, a niece of 
Col. C. D. Hayden, of our city. 
She is engaged with Mr. Mansfield 
in the play this season as under- 
study for Roxane. She has signed 
a contract with Daniel Frohmann 
for two years from next .season.

The forinaiion of this company ex- 
plains Mr. Jay C, Howard's recent

■ •u bis husin<;sN acumen and ability. 
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Mr. Frederic Poolt 
nected with the Chinese Mission of 
this city, lectured before the Clerc 
Literary Assw^iation last Tliuisday 
fcvening, Ist inst. He gave about 
a half an hour's talk on tlie man- 
ners, cuatoms and language of the 
Chinese, which proved exceedingly 
interestinj^. To add to the interest 
of his subject he had with him two 
Chinese in native dress, represent 
ing two distiiii'tive .sections of the 
l)ig Empire — one the t>ntral section 
and the other the Soiilliern. The 
|ieoj)le of these two sections dress 
differently and, in their own coun- 
try, fight ea«'li other. 

The le<;tuier proved to be a friend 
of the Chinese by his talk. He 
s»'emed to Hpcnk cautiously and, 
whenever possible, he would defend 
them or explain awa.> ^orne of their 
singular acts. For instance, some 
person ha<l the grit to ask if the 
Chinese do feast on rats, and Mr. 
Poole replied that it was untrue, 
excei)t perhaps in time of famine, 
when even the French are know lo 
have done it. 

Aft/cr jjiving some facts about the 
disfavor shown to females at birth, 
he was asked how the deiif were 
treated. As if unwilling to answer 
the question liimself, he put it t*) one 
of the natives |»resent, and the tc]>ly 
was, "kill them." There are, how- 
ever, a ni]ml»er of deaf in China. 
The qiicMtion als<j t>roui;ht out the 
fact that while not all the blind are 
permitt»<<l to live, they seem more 
favored than the deaf. 

Referring to the costumes of the 
{^'hinese, Mr. Poole thought that 
while they lookwl droll they were 
really more comfortaltle than our 
own fight-fittin^r clothes. His 
simple desc'-ription of the Chinese 
languajfe was quite interesting, as 
were a number of other facts whi('h 
he brought out. 

The lecture was interpreterl for 
the deaf by John P. Walker, Es*^).

Having purchased tickets for

Deprived 
of a partner, we resumed our 
cigars, watching the smoke curl up 
or indul(;ing in comments upon the 
weather, which was raw and dreary, 
very much out of place for the 
month. 

The train brought us at Milford, 
at f5:KJ P.M., and although we 
were perfect -tt rangers here, and 
our small valises would have mark 
e<l us out as <;asy victims to those 
thievish country hackmen, who 
would drive us around and around 
to our hotel, which might Ikj only a 
couple of hundred yards away, we 
were too sharp for them, having 
put on a stern and business look, 
and struck out for the main road 
We supposed like in all country 
places, hotels cluster aroun'< de- 
pots, but as we tramped on, we 
soon struck the residential [Kirtion 
of the town, we were nonplussed, 
but once there, we decided to push 
on, waylaying men and women 
alike for directinj.s.

A social enlerlainmenl was held 
in the chapel parish house of Cal- 
vary Episcopal (Church last ni>j;hl 
in honor of lli v. A. W. Mann, the 
deaf-mute missionary, whose work 
among his people extends all ovi'r 
the coiiiitiy. The affair was de- 
si|;ned to promote social f(;eliim 
among the people, and over 100 
deaf-mutes were present from 
Pittsburg and the neighborhood. 

The Pittsliurg mission over whi(;h 
Mr. Mann presides is known as St 
Margen^t'sand is one of many whi<di 
this indefatigable worker has built 
up in various cities west of the 
Alleghenies. He began his work of 
travel in 1873, and ever since that 
time has traveled from city to city, 
speaking to his peojile, organizing 
missions, presiding over meetings 
and watrthing |ilans for the edu- 
cation, spiritual and temporal, of 
the peopl(! whose affliction nnikcs 
them peculiarly his own. He is du(! 
in Chicago on Mornlay after ni^xt, 
and will go theiic«^ through Michigan 
to serve in (irarid Iia|>ids. 

Mr. AllabouKh presided over the 
olitertainment, which consisted of 
games, some peculiar to d(^af-mnles, 
others similar to those «mi joyed by 
the young people the world over on 
social occasions. There was some 
music and a litlle dancing, but this 
was not perioral, and the nreal<!sl 
gaiety of the evening was at the 
supper table, where a May least of 
stj'awbeiries ami cream was serviul. 
Mr. AllabouKli is the lay reader of 
the mission and pri^sJileN over meet- 
ings in the absence of the director. 
Archde/K'on L. F. ('ole, of the 
Pittsburg Diocese, was presentdur- 
ing the r'voning in the twofold capa- 
city of representative of tin; Bishop 
and an old-time acquaintance of 
Mr. Mann. 

Sine*' February 1, 1873, Mr Mann 
has been employed as a general 
missionary to the deaf-mutes in the 
" Mid-West.ern Mission." During 
this lonx ()eriod of servicrt h<! has 
made, in the at;gre){ate, 300 annual 
reports to the Bishops in whose 
<Hoceses the work is carried on, has 
written fully 40,000 letters and pos- 
tal cards, has disliibuted nearly 
1,000 prayer books, and as many 
tracts, and has gathered into the 
churr^h about 500 communicuints. 
He re|)orls that tluue is one deaf- 
mute to l,r»0O hearing people, so 
that "silent conxregalions" are 
small by comparison, the attend- 
ance averatfiiig from two in small 
towns, to 75 in large cities.

I'icturc^a. 



Every since moving pictures 
were discovered the Eden Musee 
has sought lo make improvements 
in the machi«ies which take and re- 
prodiH!e those pictures. The first 
iminovenient was lo increase the 
rapidity with which the pictures 
couhl be taken. They were for- 
merly taken at the rate of eight or 
ton a se<!ornl. Now they are taken 
at the rate of twenty-five a second 
and reproduced at the same rate. 
This helped to decrease the vibra- 
tion of the pictures as did also an 
ingenious shutter arrangement in- 
vented by the Musee's mechanics. 
It was at the Musee that pictures 
were first reproduced in colors and 
later a whole act of the Opera 
"Martha" was taken and r-eproduo- 
ed in colors. Graclually the Musee 
has extended the scope of Its 
Cinematographe pictures. Instead 
of showing the pictures only once 
in the evening, they are shown 
eacii hour during the day and 
evening, and there are bo many in- 
teresting subjects always on hand, 
that <lifforent sets of pictures^ are 
used each hour. Gradually the 
Musee has become the great center 
for ('inemato(;raphy or moving 
pictures and there is no place in the 
world where so many and different 
pictures an^ shown daily as at the 
Musee. The greatest advance 
made in recent months is the tak- 
ing of so-called mysterious pictures. 
The camera has been said to expose 
illusions and «leceptions,but it the 
('inematoKraph it really helps to 
brings them about. It seems to 
create ghosts and fairies so easily 
and to make them disappear and 
re-appear at pleasure with such 
ease, that visitors are astounded 
and think they are witnessing 
magic. But all these deceptions 
are brought about by ingenious 
minors ami effects in the taking of 
the oriKinal pictures. There pic- 
tures have become exceedingly 
popular and new subjects are 
secured each week. Among the 
most successful of these mysterious 
fiictiires are The Haunted Castle, 
The Man in the Moon, The Magi- 
cian, The Wooden Automaton, and 
Ciuflerella and her Slipper.
